REGULAR SESSION 
BOARD OF TRADE 
RECENTLY HELD 


The Gleichen Board of Trade held 
aregular session in Dafce's Coffee 
Shoppe last week, The minutes of 
the last meeting were read and upon 
motion of Messrs, Boyd and Guttman 
(were adopted. 

The Horticultural Association was 
discussed and the committee ‘was 
aked to bring in a report at the next 
meeting outlining the proposed act- 
fvities for the 1933 season. 

The Auto Camp committee report 
given by N. T. Purcell recommemded 
the planting of fifteen poplars and 
some 200 caraganas on the north and 
northeast. side of the grounds, 
Messrs, Michael and Black were ap- 
pointed a committee to interview the 
town council to have the camp cleaned 
up, the Board of Trade agreeing to 
keep up the good work for the bal- 
ance of the season. 

(Wi, Sutermeister reporting for the 
tree planting committee submitted a 
plan necessiating an outlay of $64 
plus freight charges and cartage 
which would complete the northside 
of the lakeside with poplars and 
apruee and also complete the shelter 
belt on the west and north of the 
bathing house as far as poplars and 
e@pruce are concerned. 100 trees 
were also allowed for replacements 
and vacant lots in the town itself, 
This program was adopted. 

The question of the irrigation an- 
niversary was widely discussed and 
@ number of propositions dealt with. 
It was finally moved by Messrs. Boyd 
and M. Brown that the Athletic Club 
and the Board of Trade sponsor the 
Gay jointly and that the proceeds: be 
divided 76 erecent to the Athletic, 
Club and 26 perecent to the Board of 
Trade, . This motion carried with 
the addition that all games of chance 
de left to the Athletic Club to arrange 
for and the proceeds left with them. 

J, F. Gorrill reported for the library 
committee. The proposal was to have 
the same located in the town council 
room with tie town secr2tu-y us 
librarian. All over 15 years of age 
would be allowed to use it. It was 
decided to purchase the books offered 
by the Calgary library, and to receive 
donations, The committee, consisting 
of Messrs, Gorrill, Boyd and Gilbert 
‘was asked to continue'their good work 
with power to add, An expenditure of 
$10 «was authorized for shelving to 
house the books. 

On motion of Messrs, Sutermeister 
and Greer, a committee of three was

Some of the local fishermen spent 
a day fishing at Lake McGregor.

The appointment of Dr. W. H, Hill 
as medical health officer for the city 
of Calgary is of interest to Gleichen 
old timers, for some will remember 
him when he worked in the Bank of 
Commerce here in 1912. It was while 
he was acting manager at Stony Plain 
that he gave up banking to enter 
the university to study medicine. 


Monday evening the first lightening , 
display of the year was seen to the 
southwest of town. Around nine that 
night a light snow was falling and by 
morning about an inch of snow cover- 
ed the ground, but during the day 
practically all of it disappeared, 


More than 66,000 bushels of regis- 
tered seed grain, most of it wheat 
have been distributed among farmers 
in the province under the seed grain 
exchange policy inaugurated by: Hon. 
George Hoadley, minister of agricul- 
ture, Under this plan it has been 
mode possible for farmers to exchange 
commercial grain from their farms 
for s<ed grain on the basis of a prem- 
ium of eight and half cents a ‘bushel 
for the seed: over the current market 
price. Thus grain instead of cash is 
taken from the farmers for the «aed. 
The distribution of the 66,000 bushels 
under this plan has been very wide- 
spread, covering 36 points from the 
suuth eastern™part of the provinc> te 
Falher in the north. The grain dis- 
tributed includes 47,000 bushels of 
seed wheat, 17,000 bushels of seed oats 
and about 2,000 bushels of seed barley. 
It is expected that some 15,000 bush- ' 
els more of oats will be distributed.

To select the 12 
best books is a task that might well 
daunt the best informed and most 
discriminating reader, but is also one 
of those leisure employments that hag 
more merit in it than some that are 
widely employed. At any rate, appar- 
ently the readers of the journal in 
question found the pursuit of the 12 
best books in the language quite fas- 
cinating, for the paper received a 


ing the past two or three years everybody has been discussing the monetary | 
situation prevailing in the world today, and expressing opinions and offering 
solutions in regard thereto even though they lacked the most elementary 
Knowledge of the subject. People informed and uninformed, from the most 
outstanding cconomists and financiers to the most indifferent student or cas- 
ual newspaper reader, have discussed banking, currency, credits, the gold | 
standard, inflation, deflation, international exchange, and a host of allied 
subjects, with the same freedom and frequently with the same assurance | 
with which they are in the habit of discussing the weather. 

This, Of course, people have a right to do, but the net result has been 
the dissemination of a vast amount of misinformation and utterly unsound 
theories, the outcome of which is that large numbers of people are not think- 
ing straight on this important subject, while the majority of the population 
are hopelessly bewildered and confused, and do not know whose or what 
opinions to accept as sound and a safe guide to action. p 

Nor is this to he wondered at, because even some of the most generally 
accepted theories,—theories advanced by world famous economists,—have 
been proven incorrect when put to the test of actual experience. This was 
demonstrated in most startling fashion in the United States in the last few 
days of February and the first days of March. Events across the line moved 
with great rapidity, and the outcome was to upset previously held views in 
some important particulars. 

Great Britain went off the gold standard in order to check the draining 
away of its gold reserves and to stop the export of gold from the country. 
It frankly and officially announced it had gone off the gold standard. The 
United States had accumulated more than a third of all the gold in the world, 
yet it, too, reached the point where it was necessary to stop all gold export, 
just as Canada had stopped it. But, unlike Great Britain, both Canada and 
the United States insisted they were still on the gold standard. So, people 
are asking, what is a gold standard? Just what does it mean? 

But the most surprising devclopment of all came in the United States. 
The Government authorized the issue of some billions of dollars of new paper 
money which was not backed by gold at all, yet the Government insisted the 
country was still on the gold standard, The issue of this new currency was 
out-and-out inflation, nevertheless the Government announced it was ‘sound 
money,” notwithstanding that it had no gold backing, because it was sup- 
ported by real assets. 

Now, according to formerly generally accepted financial opinion, the | 
issue of such new currency unbacked by gold would have the effect of depre- 
ciating the value of the country's currency. That is, the United States 
dollar would drop in value in relation to the currencies of other countries, 
The amazing thing that happened was, instead of the United States dollar 
being worth less in terms of Canadian dollars or British pounds, it actually 
increased in value and was worth more. The discount on the Canadian dollar 
in the United States was increased, and the premium on the United States 
dollar in Canada became larger. 

This process was exactly the reverse of what every financial authority 
and authoritative economist in Canada had been telling the people of this 
Dominion would be the effect of inflating our currency by the issue of new 
paper money which was not supported by a gold backing.

If this ig the effect in the United States, why should an exactly opposite 
effect be the result in Canada if a similar policy was indulged in? It will be 
interesting to hear the explanations of our Canadian financiers and econo- 
mists. 

It has been widely contended that inflation should be indulged in. by 
Canada to an extent sufficient to bring the Canadian dollar to a parity with 
the British pound and thereby promote a larger exchange of trade between 
the two countries and secure to the primary producer in Canada a better 
price in Canadian dollars for the products he sold in Great Britain, But, it 
was likewise argued, another effect would be to increase the already heavy 
premium Canada is now obliged to pay on all its commitments in the United 
States. 

But, as already noted, inflation in the United States has not worked 
this way, but in exactly the opposite way. It has not brought the United 
States dollar near the British pound, but farther away from it, It has not de- 
creased the premium which Canada has to pay in New York, but increased 
it. If inflation worked the same way in Canada it would not prove an advan. 
tage to the primary producers, who have been urging inflation, but impose 
a further loss upon them; it would not add to the burden of our governments 
and business interests having large commitments to meet in New York, and 
who have therefore opposed inflation, but it would assist them. 

It is all far more complicated and confusing than a jig-saw puzzle because 
the pieces donot fit together at all, while in the popular puzzles of today 
the pieces can he made to fit. ‘

All News Items Broadcast Gathered | 


First By Papers 

Those good people who are forever 
hearing this news and that announced 
“over the radio’’ and who seem to 
think that broadcasting stations are 
quicker than newspapers in gather- 
ing and giving news, may be inter- 
ested in a despatch from Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota. It tells of a judge 
signing a restraining order against 
a broadcasting company which had 
been using the news of the American 
Associated Press. The suit, the first 
of its kind on record, was a test case 
to determine the legal right of a news 
gathering association to prevent the 
unauthorized use of its despatches by 
a broadcasting station. 

Many people appear to think that 
the radio has news of its own. It 
hasn't. All the news that radio broad- 
casts has been gathered by news- 
papers, is in newspaper Offices or 
mewspapers before the radio broad- 
casts it. In most cases it is news giv- 
en to the radio by the newspapers. 

When, last November, the two chief 
United States broadcasting compan- 
fes put the presidential election re- 
sults on the air, some people were 
heard to say that they had beaten 
out the mewspapers. The actual posi- 
tion was that everything put on the 
alr by radio.on election night was 
given them -by the newspapers or 
news gathering agencies, that with- 


out the newspapers they could not! 


have broadcast a single return. And 
the newspapers permitted the radio 
to take and use this news despite the 
fact that its collection had cost the 
hewspapers hundreds of thousands Of 
dollars. 

Newspapers have been co-operating 
with the radio, have been giving it 
news, That, however, is a far differ- 
ent thing from radio allocating to it- 
self the right to use news that 
doesn’t belong to it, which has been 

“ collected by the mewspapers at tre= 
mendows cost. Because it is a differ- 
ent thing, and because this same 
question has arisen in Canada, the 
decision in South Dakota is of more 
than passing. interest.—Ottawa Jour-

Scotland Yard never slumbers, In 
that sleepless department an unsolved 
crime is mot a pigeon-holed crime. 
And only death or conviction writes 
“completed” on a dossier, says a Lon- 
don newspaper. 

During the last few years there have 
been several murders of callous bru- 
tality and cunning. The miscreants 
are still at large, But in three cases 
the “Yard” are satisfied as to their 
identity, 

The Crown, however, never prose- 
cutes until the chain of evidence is 
—or appears to be—complete. In 
| those three cases there js a missing 
link. Given that, and the chain would 
be complete.
